NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Across the 
United States today the issue of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the supreme court 
is dividing public opinion into two de- 
termined camps with a slight majority 
of the voters opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s plan as of today. 

This is the conclusion to be drawn 
as scattered returns pile up from all 
parts of the country in the American 
Institute of Public Opinion’s scientific 
poll. 

47 to 53 Per Cent. 

These preliminary refurns from the 
nation at large show 47 per cent of the 
voters on the President’s side to 
per cent against him. 

But the picture may change either 
as additional returns come in or as 
the White House and congressional 
leaders carry their appeals ot the coun- 
try. Undoubtedly much depends on 
how actively the President himself par- 
ticipates in the defense of his plan. 

People Chary. 

In two earlier polls the American 
people have shown themselves chary 
of making changes that would limit 
the court’s power. In the fall of 1945

Chairman James Fowler said the 
measure was a consolidation of three 
hills submitted. to the committee for 
action. 

As it will be reported out today the 
bill provides four major divisions of 
the department: 


1. Forestry; 2. Wild life: 3. Mines 


‘mining and geology; 4. State parks, 


historic sites and monuments, 

A commissioner of natural resources 
drawing $5,000 a year, would head 
the department. Under him would be 
directors of the four divisions receiv- 
ing $4,000 each. All of these officials 
would be appointed by the Governor 
subject to the confirmation of the sen- 
ate. 

Provision is made in the bill for 
an “inspector of coastal fisheries’ op- 
erating under the wild life department. 
He would have to reside within the 
territory interested in -coastal fisher- 
ies and would be appointed by the di- 
rector of wild life and the commis 
sioner of natural resources to hold 
office as long as satisfactory to them. 
His salary would be $2,400 a year.

Farm Laborers—Migratory work- 
ers employed on cotton, truck, fruit 
and some other farms at peak of 
labor requirements.

The name “torpedo” came from a 
Latin word meaning “sleeping,” and 
when we think of the damage this 
weapon can do, we may add to the 
name and ¢all it “sleeping death.” It 
is asleep only until it strikes a solid 
object. Then it awakes, and there is 
a fearful blast. 


compressed air. There is not likely to: 


an explosive charge weighing from 
400 to 500 pounds. Hundreds of mer- 
chant vessels were sent to the bottom 
by torpedoes shot from submarines. 

Submarines are favos=l for launch- 
ing torpedoes, but battleships and 
cruisers also send them forth. They 
can be shot out of cannon barrels by 
a blast of powder, or out of tubes by 
the power of compressed air. The 
launching usually takes place below 
the water line, but it ean be done from 
a height of several feet above the 
surface. 


If the torpedo is launched through 
the air, it quickly drops to the sur- 
face and goes down to a depth of six 
or eight feet. Then it speeds through 
the water toward the target. 

We might expect currents of water 
to turn the torpedo from its path, but 
it has rudders and also contains a 
gyroscope to keep it steady. The mes-

Many Nazis Confess Sins, 
Return Funds Invested in 
Foreign Securities. 


BERLIN, Feb. 16.—()—Colone! 
General Hermann Goering’s threat to 
use the headsman's ax has brought 
back to Germany an estimated $100.- 
000,000 (250,000,000 marks}, which 
had been hidden abroad from Nazi au- 
thorities. 


Theoretically many Germans es- 
caped having their heads eut off by 
confessing their gins before January

bringing back home money kept 
abroad, 

All citizens who still have money 
abroad are subject to a decree which 
Genera] Goering had the cabinet ap- 
prove in December. It provides that 
“whoever knowingly and unscrupu- 
lously, ont of sheer selfishness or 
other base moti es, transfers his 
wealth to foreign lands or lets it re- 
main there, and thus damages Ger- 
man economy’ is subject to special 
trial, at which the maximum penalty 
is death. 

This worried not a few Germans 
who had been keeping wealth of one 
sort or another abroad on the quiet. 
The generalissimo assured everyone 
that voluntary confessors would not 
face the sabotage penalty if they 
“came clean” by January 31.

Hero of the Chaco War 
between Bolivia and Paraguay, Colo 
nel Franco is expected to extol peace 
in an anniversary message to the na- 
tion at Asuncion tomorrow. 

Swept into office as provisional 
president last February 19 on the 
strength of a coup by followers dis- 
satisfied after the costly war, he 
merged the revolutionary party and 
state into one entity, proclaiming to- 
talitarianism. 

Other South American capitals, 
ekeptical from the beginning even aft- 
er he explained his government was 
neither Fascist nor national Socialist, 
have come to consider Franco just 
another, old-fashioned Latin American 
dictator.

REVEAL MARGIN. LAWS 


Plan Discourages Traders’ 
Who Take Advantage of 
Three-Day Rule. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—(4)—Meet- 
ing the wishes of the Federal Reserve 
Board, the New York Stock Exchange 
and the Curb Exchange today cracked 
down on members who have been al-| 
lowing customers a “free ride” in their 
margin dealings. | 

Under a new rule adopted by the. 
governing committee members and reg- 
istered firms carrying margin accounts | 
for customers are required to make| 
daily records of initial or additional | 
margins correlated to the transactions | 
of the day, and to show for each ac- | 
count the amount of margin required | 
and the time and manner in which it 
is obtained. | 

The move by the exchange followed | 
an announcement in Washington by} 


the Federal Reserve Board that the: 


exchange had been permitted to work | 
out its own remedy. | 
The exchange action, officials said, 


was designed to discourage practices 
by which traders were able to take 
advantage of the three-day margin 
rule or otherwise evading margin re- 
quirements through switching of se- 
curities in their accounts. 


The three-day rule, permissible un- 
der regulation “T” as devised by the 
Federal Reserve Board, was intended} 
to apply to special cases, but com- 
plaint had been made that it had been | 
abused by certaim brokers. By the | 
steps taken today the exchange will | 
seek to have margins posted promptly, | 
and to permit the three-day delay only | 
in exceptional cases. 


The announcement today was the’ 
culmination of several months’ nego- | 
tiations between exchange executives | 
and the reserve board. Originally, | 
the board indicated it would issue 
an order to change the rules, but the | 
exchange succeeded in gaining the | 
board’s permission to set up its own) 
regulation. |

In margin rules since early 


last year, when the reserve board in 
two sets of orders. boosted require- 
ments first to 45 per cent and a month 
or so later to 55 per cent of market 
values. ‘ 

Still further tightening of the mar- 
gin situation has been forecast by in- 
quiries conducted by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission into mar- 
gin dealings by stock exchange mem- 
bers and partners in member firms. 
No order has yet come from the com- 
mission, but in SEC circles it has 
been reported that action may be ex- 
pecied in the near future. 

The exchange explained the new 
rule adopted today will not affect ac- 
counts maintained for other brokers 
or dealers holding stock exchange 
membership, if they maintain margin 
records equivalent to those demanded 
by the exchange for customers’ ac- 
counts. 

Shortly after the announcement of 
the stock exchange the New York 
Curb Exchange disclosed its board of 
governors had adopted a similar rule 
affecting its members.

SUIT TAKE-OUTS. 

A suit take-out is an overcall of 
partner’s opening mid with a new 
suit. There are three varieties of 
suit take-outs: 

1. Forcing for one round—a bid of 
the minimum ntmber required to 
overcall the opening bid. 

2. Forcing to game—a bid of one 
trick more than necessary to over- 
call partner’s suit, or a jump to four 
of a new suit, which is an answering 
bid (to be discussed later). 

3. Pre-emptive take-outs—a double 
jump to three. 

The One-Round Force. 

To take out an opening suit bid 
of one, the responder must bid one 
in a higher ranking suit, or two in 
a lower ranking suit. Ejther of these 


requiring at least one _ rebid 
partner. The opener escapes 
obligation to rebid only when 
responder has passed originally or 
when the intervening opponent on 
his right makes some bid which as- 
sures the responder of a_ second
